the Catholic Church Christianity bears no neces- 
sary relationship to orgariized religion. I mean that, in the 
minds of most of our countrymen, and even of Protestant 
churchmen, Christianity may be utterly dissociated from a 
creed, or from divine worship, or from sacraments. 

Religion, as the modern world views it, consists in the 
observance of the Golden Rule and more particularly in ac- 
tual ministration to those in need. What the Catholic Church 
regards as the necessary fruits of true religion, Protestants 
have begun to regard as religion itself. The W. C. T. U. and 
the Y. M. C. A., the Y. W. C. A., the anti-Saloon League, the 
Red Cross constitute the church in action. Masonic or Elk 
charity is religion put in practice. Of course, these works 
of charity, and these deeds of service, are not directed to 
God, but to men. They are not always exercised in mar 
behalf from a motive that relates to God. 

From the day that St. Paul praised the women, who 
worked with himself and Clement for the spread of the faith, 
groups of women, as well as groups of men outside the priest- 
hood. have been ministering to every form of human misery, 
and have been engaged in every phase of fraternal and 
ial charity. Philanthrophy has not been ‘their religion, but 
the works of philanthrophy, which they have consecrated 
their lives to, are called for by the exactions of the 2nd great 
commandment of the Law—‘“Love thy neighboh as thyself” ; 
and they are dispensed in the name of Christ, and for the 
same purpose for which He went about doing good—not pri- 
marily for the welfare of the boly, but for the glory of God 
and the benefit of “he souls. 

The spiritual works of. Mercy are paramount, but next 
to them come the Corporal Works of Mercy. Therefore next 
to the priest ranks the hospital nun, and next tother, the phy- 
sician and lay-nurse. The hospital nun precedes the phy- 
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sician. because she works in the name of religion, and with- 
out thought of earthly compensation. 
Hospitalization loses half its signifreance if it be con- 


ducted purely as a business. It connétesstharity, sympathy ; 


and its ministrations should be prompted by the consider 
ation “Amen, I say to you, as long as you did it to one of 
these, my least brethren, you did it unto me.”
